The aforementioned location in document 1 describes reacting a compound corresponding to 
Formula (1-1) with a compound corresponding to Formula (II- 1) set forth in Claim 1 of this 
application using a Friedel-Crafts catalyst, but it does not describe reacting them together with a 
Lewis acid, and the use of Lewis acid is not an obvious matter to persons skilled in the art.
